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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 19-40 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 19 describes a dosage capillary that has two ends. In a second position 
one end of the capillary is in communication with a diluent chamber and the other end is 
in communication with the measuring chamber. The relationships of the two ends are 
clear for the second position. However, the first position is described as the dosage 
capillary only being in communication with a sample-loading zone. It is not clear what 
the other end of the capillary is connected to when in the first position. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 19-40 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated by 
Warden et al. 

Warden et al. teach a disposable test device(100) for analysis of biological fluids. 
A sample container(1 10) is mounted in sample receiving element(120) that comprises 
well(122). Needle(124) communicates the sample via a first channel(126) to a first 
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chamber(130). There are second and third associated channels (e.g. channel(134) and 
channel(142) respectively) with the chamber(130). These channels are connected to 
manifold(150) which in turn is connected to chamber(160a-d) that contains the reagent 
to perform the analysis. The claimed sample-dosing device has been read on the 
taught manifold, diluent chamber has been read on the first chamber(130) and the 
measuring chambers on the chambers(160a-d). Column 13 lines 31+ teach exit ports 
that allow air to escape by not fluid which has been read on the claimed ventilation 
valve structure.
